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This special anniversary issue of 
the LIBS newsletter is a record of all 
the botanical field trips and workshops 
conducted by the society over its 25- 
year history. 

From the beginning, LIBS has had 
an active program of field trips. Two 
hundred and thirty trips have been of- 
fered to date, averaging nearly 10 trips 
a year. These were not simply nature 
walks, but rather field experiences with 
a purpose. We willingly wandered off 
the beaten path to cover seldom- visited 
and sometimes difficult terrain, and we 
often discovered new populations of plants or rediscovered 
historically known occurrences. We usually documented our 
plant sightings with photographs and species inventories. We 
also had lots of fun and adventures. But although field trip 
results were sometimes reported in the minutes of monthly 
meetings, no complete record of LIBS field trips has ever been 
compiled. 

So, with Eric Lamont’s encouragement and a great deal of 
help from Skip and Jane Blanchard, Eve spent the past several 
months reconstructing our field trip history in the form of a 
detailed database showing dates, locations, leaders, highlights, 
and more. My sources were back issues of the LIBS newsletter, 
and some meeting minutes and personal field trip notes and 
records. This database is about 20 pages long and may be ac- 
cessed from the LIBS website, www.libotanical.org . 

This newsletter article is a condensed and illustrated ver- 
sion of the field trip database. Trips are listed in the order in 
which they occurred, and include the following information: 
the name of the site, the town or village in which it is located, 
the county (S for Suffolk, N for Nassau, others spelled out) and 
the trip leader(s). For some trips Eve included cross-references 
to accompanying illustrations or footnoted recollections of 
participants. 

This newsletter is illustrated with photographs of field- 
trip participants along with assorted plant finds. Over the years, 
Barbara Conolly attended and photographed 127 LIBS field 
trips. Last fall, she loaned us her collection of photo albums 


(Fig. 1), Eric Lamont selected some 150 
photos, and I scanned the images and 
composed the collages. Some of the col- 
lage photos, as published here, are very 
small. However, readers who want a bet- 
ter look may be satisfied by enlarging the 
newsletter pdf found on the LIBS web- 
site. 

The success of LIBS’ field pro- 
gram is entirely thanks to the service of 
those volunteers who contributed their 
time and talent. Eight people chaired 
the LIBS Field Trip Committee over 
the years: A1 Lindberg (our first official 
Field Trip Chair), Glenn Richard, Tom Meoli, Jenny Ulsheimer, 
Skip Blanchard, Dave Laby, James Mickley, and Mike Feder. Em 
grateful to have had their help in preparing this newsletter. 

Among our many talented and knowledgeable field trip 
leaders, seven stand out: Andy Greller (who led or co-led 24 
trips), Eric Lamont (19), Skip Blanchard (18), A1 Lindberg (15), 
Joe Beitel (15), Bob Zaremba (12), and Jenny Ulsheimer (11). 
Others who led five or more field trips include Tom Meoli, 
Chris Mangels, Ray Welch, Patrick Cooney, John Turner, and 
David Kiinstler. 

It should be noted that LIBS frequently partnered with 
other organizations to sponsor field trips. In particular, 29 of 
our trips were co-sponsored by The Torrey Botanical Society. 
In addition to the trips formally scheduled by the Field Trip 
Committee, the LIBS newsletter often carried notices of trips 
organized on Long Island by other organizations such as the 
New York Flora Association, the Northeastern Section of the 
Botanical Society of America, and the Niagara Frontier Botani- 
cal Society. Since LIBS members were welcome participants on 
these trips, we have included them in the database as well. 

In reality, the database is still a work-in-progress, and we 
need your help to improve it. If you are aware of inaccuracies, 
either in the photo collages or in the list of trips, please let us 
know so that we can revise the database and publish corrections. 
Readers are also urged to contribute photos, anecdotes and plant 
lists from trips they have attended. We have collected 30 plant 
lists to date and will link these to the website in the near future.

Jennifer Dean: “Tracking Invasive Species in 
New York with Volunteers and Professionals.” 

Invasive species are a major threat to biodiversity, particularly at 
localized scales. In New York, the State invasive species database 
(/Maplnvasives) was developed to provide an online mapping tool 
for aggregating and sharing invasive species data. Since 2010, the 
NY Natural Heritage Program has been training users to enter data 
into /Maplnvasives to gain a better understanding of infestations 
and to help with the early detection and rapid response of new in- 
vaders. Jennifer earned her Ph.D. from Penn State University in 
Entomology with a focus on plant-insect interactions, and a B.S. 
in Plant Biology from Ohio University. She is the Invasive Species 
Biologist for the New York Natural Heritage Program, where she 
provides biological expertise for the database, conducts state-wide 
outreach, and collaborates with other groups throughout the state 
that are concerned with — and track — invasive species.
